Tltr national vocational rehabilitation program is a pub­ 
lic welfare operation that m akes economic sense. 
I nlike 
m any social welfare programs, it is designed to remove per­ 
sons from public welfare rolls and help them become self­ 
supporting. 
Its aim is “to make taxpayers out of tax con­ 
sum ers.” 
It does this by training disabled citizens so they 
ire equipped with the skills that are the keys to employment. 
The program is financed on a federal-state m atching basis 
on a ratio of about 42 state dollars for every 58 federal 
dollars. 
The program in Michigan is administered by the Divi­ 
sion of Vocational Rehabilitation, a branch of the State De­ 
partm ent of Public Instruction. 
During the current year 
(1963-64) the program is functioning under a state appro­ 
priation of $900,000. 
This will get federal m atching funds 
totaling 81.330.708. 
This appropriation of $2,236,700 will 
train 3.200 persons. 
★ 
* 
The state's general economy thus is strengthened by tile 
tax contributions of rehabilitated persons. 
The economy 
also is strengthened by the removal of disabled citizens from 
public assistance rolls. 
During the year July I, 1961 - June 
30. 1962 there were 367 rehabilitated persons removed from 
public assistance in Michigan. 
They had 1.129 dependents. 
The cost of rehabilitating them was $122,561. 
Before rehabilitation, the total annual cost of public 
assistance for these 367 persons and their dependents was 
$4 11,072. 
A fter rehabilitation, the public assistance cost 
was nothing. 
The state thus saved $111.072 in public a s s i s t ­ 
ance costs for a rehabilitation expenditure of $122,561. 
In 
addition, the 367 cases accounted for annual wages totaling 
$1,004,221 a fte r rehabilitation, compared with only $69,081 
before rehabilitation. 
U nfortunately. Michigan’s au sterity program has pie- 
vented the state from taking full advantage of vocational 
rehabilitation. 
Michigan ranked 18th in the nation in 1962 
on the basis of per capita support for vocational rehabilita­ 
tion. 
Since 1955 Michigan has not matched the full federal 
allotment. 
*

* 
Throughout the state in 1961-62 the vocational rehabili­ 
tation division provided service to 10,258 disabled persons. 
Of this number. I .<>91 were in the Upper Peninsula, a per­ 
centage well in excess of the Upper Peninsula’s proportion 
of the total state population. 
M arquette County led in the 
num ber of disabled persons provided service— 216. 
Delta 
County was second, with 96. 
The disability of those served covered a wide range, but 
the largest single category was orthopedic, m aking up 13.6 
por cent of the total. 
O ther disabilities included hearing, 
tuberculous, mental, digestive, neurological, visual and car­ 
diac. 
Michigan should m ake increasing use of this im portant 
tool for better living. 
For the individual, vocational rehabili­ 
tation offers independence, opportunity, happiness and nor­ 
mal living. 
For the state, it offers the strength and stability 
provided by successful citizens, socially and economically 
self-sufficient.
